Yoder said. 
I.ast year, 154 persons drowned in 
unsupervised public places, such as 
lake and river shores, beaches and 
gravel pits in Illinois. Fifty-one chil­ 
dren nine years of age and younger 
were drowned and in the 10-to-19 
year group.

States in terms of miles of road and 
geographic distribution, and the third 
largest in annual revenues.

important new gateways to compet­ 
ing railroads; and protection of ad­ 
versely affected railroad employes.

These are some of the rem nants 
today of the racial rioting last Su n­ 
day and M anday night in which 
m ore than 5 0 p ersons — m ost of 
them w hite — w ere inju red and 71 
whites and Negroes arrested. 
“ It’s q u iet now, and we re going 
to try to k eep it that w ay ,” said 
John Hebert, 40, p resident of the 
Dix moor chap ter of the ( ongress 
of Racial Eq u ality (CORE). 


Before last w eek ’s flareu p s, racial 
v iolence was u nk nown to Dix moor, 
a middle-class su bu rb of p leasant 
bu ngalows and new ap artm ent bu ild­ 
ings a few miles sou th of Chicago. 
Most of the v illage’s 3 ,KM) residents 
are Negro. 


D ix m oor’s trou bles started ov er a 
bottle of gin that a Negro wom an 
w as accu sed of tak ing from 
the

day , word sp read that

owner, Michael (Big Mik e) La Pot a, 
5 2 , a 2 65 p ou nd ex -conv ict, had se­ 
v erely beaten the woman. L aP ota 
later was arrested and charged with 
assau lt and battery .
